The 1969 State Road 37 INDOT Right-of-Way plans by Maurice Craig, on file in the Monroe County Surveyor's Office as Reference 
Survey 1D002293, state that no stone was found and depict the section corner on the north side of Zikes Road and west of the 
remains of a north/south fence. The railroad spike is 0.6' north of the section corner location that we calculated per the right-of-way 


plans and centerline control. 


Several surveys were performed by Lee Utt and Raymond Graham between 1976 and 1990 that consistently depict the section 
corner as 39.8' west of the right-of-way monument, but none of the surveys specifically state what type of monument was at the 
Section Corner. In his survey for Barbara Terrell recorded on 3/31/2003 as Instrument Number 2003008128, Lee Utt depicts a found 
iron pipe at this corner. The iron pipe was also held by Philip Tapp on a survey dated 4/23/2009 and recorded as Instrument Number 
2011001807. The Monroe County Surveyor, Kevin Enright, set the railroad spike on top of an iron pipe on 12/22/2009. Every 
subsequent survey referencing this corner has accepted the railroad spike. The railroad spike was accepted by the Monroe County 


Surveyor Review Board on 1/12/2010 and again on 12/19/2017.
